REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US Patent 
6,106,815 teaches a shampoo composition comprising a surfactant chosen from 
anionic, nonionic or amphoteric surfactants, an insoluble, non-volatile silicone, a 
suspending polymer and titanium dioxide. The novelty in the instant application is the 
presence of a humectant comprising polyethylene glycol having a molecular weight of 
up to about 1000, wherein the composition is a leave-on conditioner free of anionic, 
nonionic or amphoteric surfactants.
